1. The retail investor desirous ofparticipatinginthe 
auction under file Scheme would be lequiFed to 
maintain a ConstitueDt Subsidiaty Genaal Ledger 
(CSGL) account with the bank or PD throng 
whomfii^ wish to participate. Underthe Sdieme, 
an investor can make only a single bid in an auction 
of a dated security. An undertaking to the effect 
that the investor is making only a single bid will 
have to obtained and kept on record by the bank 
or PD. 

1 Each bank or PD on the basis of firm orders 
received fiom their constituoits will sulmiit a single 
consolidated non-conq)etitivebid on behalf of all 
its constituents in electronic format on the 
Nagotiated Dealing System (NDS). Except in 
extraordinary circumstances such as general 
failure of the NDS system, non-competitive bid in 
physical form will not be accepted. 

3. Allotment under the non-competitive s^ment to 
the Bank or PD will be at the wdgbted average 
rate of yidd^rice that will onerge in fire auction 
on the basis of the competitive bidding. The 
securities will be issued to the Banker PD against 


paymmt on the date of issue irrespective of 
whether the Bank or PD has received paynrent 
fiomthdr clients. 

4. In case fire aggregate amount of bid is more than 
1faeieservedam0uiit(5%ofnolifiedamount), pro¬ 
rata allotment would be made. In case of partial 
allotments, it will beihe reqxmsibility of the Bank 
or PD to appri^ately allocate securities to thdr 
clients in a transparent manner. 

5. In case the aggregate amount of bids is less than 
thereserved amount^.the shortfall will be taken to 
con^xlitive portion. 

6. Security would be issued only in SGL form by 

. RBERBIwouldcrediteitherthemainSGLAccoink 

or the CSGL Account of the Bank or PD as 
indicated by them. The facility for affording credit 
to the main SGL Account is for the sole purpose 
of servicing investors who are not their 
constituents. Therefor^ fire Bank or PD would 
have to indicate clearly at the time of tendering 
thenon-coD^etitivebids the amounts (foce value) 
to be credited to fiieirSGL Account and the CSGL 
Account Ddivoyinpirysicalformfiom the main 
SGL Account is permissible at the instance ofthe 
investor subsequently. 

7. ItwillbelheresponsibilityoftheBaDkorthePD 
to pass on the securities to thesr clients. Exceptin 
extraordinary circumstances, the transfer of 
securities te ttieclients shall be completed within 
five working days fiiomthe date of issue. 

S. Ihe Bank or PD can recover up to six parse per 
Rs. 100 as brokerages/commission/service charges 
for rendering this service to their clients. Such 
costs may be built into the sale price or recovered 
separately fix>m the clients. Incasethetransferof 
securities is effected subsequent to the issue date 
ofthe security, fire consideration amount payable 
by the client to the Bank or PD would also include 
accrued interest from the date of issue. 

9. Modalities for obtaining payment fiom clients 
towards cost of the securities, accrued interest 
wherever qrplicable and brokerage/commission/ 
service charges may be worked out by the Bank 
or PD as per agreement with the dient It may be 
noted that no ofiier costs such as fimding costs 
should be built into the pice or recovered from 
the client 

V. B anks and PDs will be required to furnish 
infoimation relating to operations underthe Scheme to the 
Reserve Bank of hidia (Bank) as may be called for fiom 
time to time within fire time frame prescribed by the Bank. 

VI. Hie aforesaid guiddmes aresubjeetto review by 
the Bank and accordingly, if and when considered 
necessary, the Scheme will be modified. 
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
